89 SCHOOLS IN RUSH COUNTY 


Report Reveals That the Old District 


Schools Are Giving Way to Ad- 


vanced Consolidated Ones. 


County 
Superintendent 
C. M. 


George has 
prepared his data op 


Rush county schools to be used by 
the State superintendent, Charles A. 
Greathouse, as material for his bi- 
ennial report. 
The statistics on 


Rush county schools were asked by 
the State superintendent recently, 
and today Prof. George completed 
them and mailed his report to Mr. 
Greathouse. 


The report shows there are eighty- 


nine schools in Rush county—not in- 
cluding the towns and cities—with 
more than twelve pupils. They are 
arranged in groups as follows: Five 
with twelve pupils or fewer; five with 
fifteen pupils and more than twelve; 
twenty-six with twenty pupils and 
more than fifteen, and flftyfive with 
more than twenty pupils. 


There 
are 
fifteen 
consolidated 


sc-hools in Rush county, according "to 
the report. 
The pupils of twenty- 


nine schools are transported to dis- 
trict schools. Pupils of five schools 
ire

schools. There are five consolidated

Plans Practically Made For State- 


wide Evangelistic Campaign 


Which Starts in Rush. 


Publicity is being given in the met- 


ropolitan newspapers to the State- 
wide evangelistic campaign which is 
to be conducted this fall by Dr. W. E. 
Biederwolf, the famous

A letter has been received by the

Williams will also be engaged in the 
revival..

campaign here, and when be found 
the interest in that 
movement so 


good, be decided this would be a good 
point to initiate the Statewide move- 
ment. It had already been presented 
in Indianapolis at that time and .a 
number of prominent men had taken 
up with the idea, and approved of it. 


The question of starting the cam- 


paign here next fall was discussed 
here pro and con at several meetings, 
and then the Rushville Ministerial 
Association, at its 
meeting a week 


ago today, passed resolutions favor- 
able to the proposed 
revival.' The 


laymen's meeting the following day, 
Tuesday, concured in the action of 
the ministers and adopted their reso- 
lutions as the sense of the meeting.

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THE SOCIALISTS 
NOW IN SESSION 


Indianapolis Meeting Is a (Cos- 


mopolitan Gathering. 


SOME INTERESTING FEATURES 


Prediction* Are Rife That the Conven- 


tion Will Be a Turbulent One and 
That the Chief Issues Up For Action 
Will Be Hard Fought —Wide Divi- 
sion Among Delegates on Choice of 
Presidential Nominee. 
Indianapolis, May 13.—According to 


delegates and national committeemen, 
for those who expect a cut-and-dried 
convention of the Socialist party now 
in session here, there may he a sur- 
prise in store. Predictions are rife 
that the convention will be a turbulent 
one and that the chief issues up for 
action will be hard fought. That the 
convention la one for which no fore- 
cast may be made is seen in the divi- 
sion of opinion among the delegates 
on the choice of the presidential nom- 
inee. A large majority of the conven- 
tion delegates have come uninstructed 
on this question and sentiment ex- 
pressed so far leads to the belief that 
Eugene V. Debs may be chosen again 
to head the ticket through a division 
of votes for other candidates. 


The Socialist party, whether in 


state, county or national convention, 
has an entirely different program and 
order of events than either of the old 
parties. A different chairman will be 
selected at each'session of the nation- 
al convention, the party having no na- 
tional chairman. The national secre- 
tary attends to the duties that in other 
parties fall to the chairmen. 


What appear to be the chief issues, 


aside from the selection of the nation- 
al ticket, are the positions the Social- 
ists will take on the labor union and 
"white slave" questions. The former 
is of the most importance to the men 
of the party, while the latter has been 
recommended by the women. Women 
are recognized by the Socialist party 
and are granted suffrage in the party 
the same as men. In many states 
women have Ireen nominated by the 
Socialists on state tickets. 


An interesting feature of the con- 


vention is the cosmopolitan makeup 
of the Socialist delegation that has 
surged into Indianapolis from all quar- 
ters of the United States. The rank 
and file of the delegates are wage 
earners, although a number approach- 
ing the majority of visitors here for 
the convention represent a class in 
socialism that rules the destinies of 
the party. The rank and file has been 
satisfied in trusting its policies chiefly 
to the writers and lecturers, the men 
who do things in their 
movement, 


either with the pen or by their ora- 
tory. 


The convention opened at 10 o'clock 


Sunday morning and the examination 
of credentials and committee appoint- 
ments comprised the initial day's 
work. The committee reports will be 
brought before the convention tomor- 
row, so that Wednesday and Thursdaj 
may be consumed in taking action on 
the reports-. 
The nominations for 


president and vice president will be 
made Friday afternoon. 


It is almost certain that the follow- 


ing names will be presented for the 
two positions on the party ticket: 
Charles Edward Russell, Eugene V 
Debs, Emil Seidel, James H. Maurer 
Job Harriman and Max 3. Hayes. The 
name of Carl Thompson of Milwaukee 
may be presented, and some delegates 
assert that the name of William D 
Haywood will be offered. Duncan Mc- 
Donald, said to be a probability, has 
declined, it is said, to allow his name 
to be brought before the convention 
A distinct boom for Emil Seidel also 
has appeared. Missouri delegates are 
strong for Seidel and Wisconsin is 
solid in support of the erstwhile Mil- 


-waukee Socialist mayor.

Court Sees No Reason For Interfering 


in Merger Plans. 


Indianapolis, May 13.—The injunc 


tion to prevent the consolidation o: 
the Union Traction company of Jndi 
ana and the Indiana Union Traction 
company, and the plea for the appoint 
ment of a receiver in a suit in the Ma 
rion circuit court were denied by 
Judge Remster. Briefly, the court de 
cided that the Indiana laws allow cor 
porations to consolidate on vote of a 
majority of the,stockholders, and tha 
no fraud sufficTent for the granting of 
an Injunction or appointing a receiver 
was shown. 


FAITHFUL WIFE 


Shielded Husband From Bullet and 


Received Death Wound. 


Jelllco, Ky., May 13.—The attempt 


of Marshal Tom Bowlin to arrest Wi- 
ley Parton resulted in the death oi 
the marshal's wife and Parton, who 
started the shooting, and the serious 
injury of at least three others. Twen- 
ty-five persons were involved in the 
battle, and at least 150 shots were 
fired. 


When Marshal Bowlin and Parton 


opened fire on each other, Mrs. Bowlin 
sprang in front of her husband. Shot 
twice, she fell to the ground dead. The 
shooting appeared tlien to become gen- 
eral. 


When the smoke cleared away Par- 


ton was lying dead, and friends were 
seen bearing away his wounded fath- 
er, Wesley Parton. Al -Butcher, who 
supported the marshal, had a bullet 
hole in his neck and may die, while 
Al Bowlin, brother of the marshal, had 
been clubbed on the head.

The plain facts 
were put up to them, ar.d when the 
meetings broke up there were many 
frank admissions that the committee 
had perhaps done its best and1 tiiat the 
best thing altrr all might be to accept 
tlie agreement for a term of four 
years.

as a harmful pest, and concluding 
with a nuBJiber of receipts for his: 
preparatioiffor the kitchen. Most of 
the pamphlet is devoted to demon- 
strating the harmf ulness of sparrows 
and tellingliow to kill them. 


"English sparows^' says the re- 


port, "are noisy, filthy and destruc- 
tive. They drive native birds from 


villages 
and 
• from 
homesteads 


Though they are oeasionally valuable 
as destroyers of noxious, insects, all 
things considered, they do far more 
harm than good. Practical methods 
of dealing with- them 
include de 


struction of nests, shooting, trapping 
and poisoning. Of these trapping is 
unquestionably 
the best. English 


sparrows are good to eat and their 
nutritive value and, as a means.of 
reducing their numbers."

Of the curious experiences and inter- 
esting recollections which I associate 
with mr long and intimate friendship 
with Mr. Sherlock Holmes, I have con- 
tinually been faced by difficulties 
caused by his own aversion to pub- 
licity. 
To his somber and cynical 


spirit all popular applause was always 
abhorrent, and nothing amused him 
more at the end of a successful case 
than to hand over the actual exposure 
to some orthodox official, and; to listen 
with a mocking smile to the general 
chorus of misplaced congratulation. 
It was indeed this attitude upon the 
part of my friend, and certainly not 
any lack of Interesting material, which 
has caused -me of late years to lay 
very tew of my records before the 
public. My participation in some of 
his adventures was always a privilege 
which entailed discretion aid i*tt- 
eence upon me. 


It was. then, with considerable sur- 


prise that I received a telegram from 
Holmes last Tuesdays-he has never 
been known to write where a telegram 
would tern—in the following terms: 
"W>y not tell them of the Cornish 
horror—strangest case I have hand- 
lad." I have no Idea what backward 
•weep of memory had brought the 
matter fresh to Us mind, or what 
freak had caused him to desire that I 
should recount it; but I hasten, before 
another cancelling telegram may ar- 
rive, to hunt out the notes which give 
me the exact details of the case, and 
to lay the narrative before my read- 
ers. 


It was, then, in the spring of the 


year 1897 that Holmes' iron constitu- 
tion showed some symptoms of giving 
way in the face of constant hard work 
of a most exacting kind, aggravated, 
perhaps, by occasional indiscretions ot 
his own. In March of that year Dr. 
Moore Agar, of Harley street, whose 
dramatic introduction to Holmes I 
may some day recount, gave positive 
injunctions that the famous 
private 


agent should lay aside all his cases 
and surrender himself to complete 
rest if he wished to avert an absolute 
breakdown. The state of his health 
was not a matter in which he himself 
took the faintest interest, for his men- 
tal detachment was absolute, but he 
was induced at !nst, on the threat of 
being permanently disqualified \ from 
work, to give, himself 
a 
complete 


change of .scene and air. Thus it was 
that in the early spring of that year 
we found ourselves together in a small 
cottage near 
Poldhu bay, at 
the 


farther extremity of the Cornish pen- 
insula. 


It was a singular spot, and one pe- 


culiarly well suited to the grim hu- 
mor of my patient. From the windows 
of 
our 
little 
whitewashed 
house, 


which stood high upon a grassy head- 
land, we looked down upon the whole 
sinister semicircle of Mounts bay, that 
old death-trap of sailing vessels, with 
its fringe of black cliffs and sursc- 
sweyt reefs en which innumerable sea- 
men, have, set their e:iiu 


Cn t!:e land side our surroundings 


were as sbmijer 0.1 on the sea. It was 
a country of rolling moors, lonely and 
dun-coiored, with an occasional church 
tower to mark the site of some old- 
world village. In every direction upon 
these mcora there were traces of some 
vanished race which had passed ut- 
terly away, and left as its sole record 
strange monuments of stone, irregu- 
lar mounds, 
which 
contained the 


burned ashes of the dead, and curious 
earthworks which hinted, at prehis- 
toric strife. The glamour and mys- 
tery of the place, with its sinister at- 
mosphere of forgotten 
nations, ap- 


pealed to the imagination of my friend, 
and he spent much of his time in long 
walks and solitary meditations upon 
the moor. The ancient Cornish lan- 
guage had also arrested his attention, 
and he had, I remember, conceived 
the i*ea that it was akin to the Chal- 
dean. Our simple life and peace- 
ful, 
healthy routine were violent-

but throughout the whole west of 
England. Many of my readers may re- 
tain some recollection of what was 
called at th« time "The .Cornish Hor- 
ror," though a most imperfect account 
of the matter reached 
the London 


press. 
Now, after thirteen years, I 


will give the true details of this incon- 
ceivable affair to the public.

The nearest of these 
was the hamlet of Tredannick Wollas,

PAPER BAG DISHES. 


For those who delight In the flavor 


ot fish, there is no more agreeable 
way of serving^ them 
than when 


cooked In m paper bag. The bag must 
not be an ordinary, but one made for 
the purpose of the tough fiber paper 
especially prepared for such 
cook- 


Ing. 


One might have a paper supper, pa- 


per table cover or doilies and napkins, 
paper candlesticks and shades, paper 
favors and paper flowers for decora- 
tion. This would be especially appro- 
priate for a paper wedding anniver- 
sary. 


The cocktail may be served in tiny 


paper bags (torn open to show their 
contents, the salad in paper cases and 
the meat and fish in individual bags, 
piping hot, or a larger bag with the 
whole serving on a platter. 


Halibut seasoned with tomato, lem- 


on Juice and butter will come out 
after fifteen minutes in a hot oven, 
swimming in its own juices and most 
delicious to the taste. 


Apple dumplings baked in a paper 


bag are elevated from a common dish' 
to a creation. 
Served with a sauce 


made o! half a cup of softened butter, 
a cup of powdered sugar, a teaspoon 
of vanilla and half a cup of whipped 
cream, if it is handy, will be ambrosia 
fit for- tho goddess. 


Salisbury Steaks. — Put round steak 


three times through the meat chop- 
per, to have.it well cut; mix with 
melted butter, salt and lemon juice, 
using one's own taste in regard to the 
amount used and depending upon the 
amount of meat. Pat out into long 
flat cakes and put into a well-greased 
paper bag to bake just ten minutes 
in a hot oven. Serve with baked po- 
tatoes. 


Green bananas unpeeled, adding a 


little water to the bag, will 
bake 


nicely in twenty to twenty-five min- 
utes and are a delicious accompani- 
ment to the steaks with a little lemon 
and melted butter poured over them. 


When baking. small fillets of meat 


or biscuits, a griddle cake turner is 
an indispensable utensil in putting 
things into the bags for cooking.

ED CALUHAN IS DEAD 


OF ASSASSIN'S WOUND

Lexington, Ky., May 13.—Recently 


•hot from ambush while working in 
his store at Crockettsrille, Ed Callauan 
is dead of Us wounds at the Wither- 
•poon hospital at Bnckhorn, in Breath 
itt county. Callahan was shot through 
the left lung, and at first it/was 
thought he would recover, the ball 
having passed entirely through his 
body and the wound had drained well 
Pneumonia set in, however, and he 
continued to grow worse. The famous 
feudist made his will and gave a state- 
ment of his 'belief as to the identity of 
his assassins to the members of his 
family gathered about him. The 
names he divulged to them, however, 
are kept secret. 


It was a year ago last July that Cal- 


lahan was shot in a similar manner. 
This time he was about to unlock his 
store when a volley from the hillside 
across the branch felled him to the 
ground. On the previous occasion the 
assassins fired through a window as 
he stood reading a letter. Bloodhounds 
failed to locate the assassins, although 
they were trailed for several miles. 
Callahan and his men killed his neigh- 
bor and rival log man. James Deaton. 
twenty years ago, and ever since that 
time he has been counted the head o! 
the faction. 


He joined James Hargis an:l v.-as 


elected sheriff of the county at the 
time Hargis was elected county jiu!g?. 
Under the regime of these two men 
scores of men were kille;!. 
Several 


rneii who said they had lieon hired, 
confessed to various nssns-irations, al- 
leging that Karsis an>l Callahan had 
paid fcr the murders after planning 
them. 
Hargis, after standing trial 


several limes for various nnirde-rs. was| 
finally killed by his own son. 
Calla- 


han had been tried for these same' 
murdt-rs, but had escaped conviction.

en's votes hi a contest for renomina- 
tlon. Before leaving Washington on 
his campaign trip to Ohio, President 
Taft made public an appeal that he 
has sent to the men and women Re- 
publicans of California for support in 
the primaries tomorrow. The presi- 
dent emphasized his claim to the wom- 
en's vote by citing among the achieve- 
ments of his administration the crea- 
tion of the children's bureau and the 
appointment of Miss Julia C. Lathrop, 
"one of the able women of America," 
as its head.

schools. 


It is an interesting fact which is 


not generally known in the county 
hat agriculture is a regular course 
of instruction in nine schools of the 
county. In nine schools only -do they 
lave a regular instruction in music 
and drawing. 


There is 'but one case in Rash 


county where there is a joint school 
>etween the town and township. This 
s at Carthage, where many pupils 
outside the corporate limits of Car- 
thage, but' still in Ripley township, 
attend the Carthage school. 


There is no instance in this county 


of a joint school between townships. 
The law provides for 
such a thing. 


Tnere has been talk of arranging for 
such a school at Glenwood. That is, 


school which pupils of 
Union 


township, Rush county and the town- 
ship adjoining in 
Fayette 
county 


could attend. 


There are fifty district schools in 


the county. There are four consoli- 
dated schools where no children are 
transported from abandoned schools 
and eleven where children are being 
transported from abandoned schools. 
The term consolidated schools means 
such schools as are created because 
of abandonment of district schools. 


There were village schools 
with 


two or more rooms prior to consoli- 
dation. Of course, a village school 
may be a consolidated one. 


The report says thirty-four wag- 


ons are being used in Rush county 
for transporting school children, and 
that four vehicles other than school 
wagons are be'ing used for this pur- 
pose.
